ELECTRIC  LIGHT  COMMISSIONERS'  FIRST 
ANNUAL  REPORT. 

We  have  managed  the  plant  one  year  for  the  town,  making 
no  permanent  improvements,  but  making  all  repairs  that  were 
necessary  in  order  to  keep  it  in  proper  condition.  We  have 
received  for  commercial  lighting  ^3,348.33  and  for  material  sold 
and  labor  performed  by  the  superintendent  $521.67.  We  have 
paid  all  expenses  and  all  repairs  made  in  connection  with  the 
plant,  including  a  new  belt,  costing  $91.04  ;  have  paid  for  cutting 
and  delivering  at  the  plant,  fifty  cords  of  wood  ;  have  paid  the 
interest  to  Jan.  1,  1904,  on  the  note  of  $18,000.00  at  the  Sav- 
ings Bank,  which  was  given  for  the  purchase  of  the  plant,  and 
have  paid  $800.00  on  the  note  towards  the  principal.  The 
town  has  received  the  lighting  of  its  streets,  town  hall,  library, 
engine  house  and  lobby  free  of  expense,  and  has  also  received 
$32.00  from  the  janitor  of  the  town  hall  for  lighting  the  hall 
extra  hours.  The  plant  is  in  fair  condition,  but  it  will  be 
necessary  to  make  some  improvements  to  further  develop  the 
power  and  add  to  its  capacity  in  order  to  meet  the  future  de- 
mands from  those  who  wish  to  procure  lights.  We  are  not  pre- 
pared at  the  present  time  to  make  any  recommendations  for  im- 
proving or  enlarging  the  plant.  Further  investigation  will  be 
made  to  learn  what  can  be  done  and  what  ought  to  be  done,  and 
when  sufficient  facts  have  been  procured  we  may  be  able  to 
recommend  some  definite  plan  upon  which  the  town  can  act.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD. 

In  presenting  our  annual  report  of  the  work  of  our  schools 
for  the  past  year  but  little  need  be  said.  It  is  only  in  periods 
of  transition,  of  experiment,  of  conflict  in  opinions,  of  doubtful 
methods  or  unsatisfactory  results  that  any  long  or  labored 
discussion  of  school  problems  is  called  for. 

None  of  these  conditions  have  confronted  us  during  the  past 
year.  We  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  retain  the  services  of 
most  of  the  teachers  who  had  been  with  us  in  previous  years. 
They  had  so  shown  their  ability  and  faithfulness  in  the  past  that 
we  felt  quite  sure  of  the  result  of  their  teaching.  In  the  selec- 
tion of  the  few  new  teachers  necessary  we  were,  upon  the  whole, 
very  fortunate. 

A  competent  and  earnest  corps  of  teachers  having  been 
secured,  the  rest  has  been  easy.  There  has  been  but  little 
friction  and,  so  far  as  we  can  judge  from  expressions  that  have 
come  to  us,  there  is  a  general  feeling  of  satisfaction  in  the 
community  with  our  schools.  Of  course  this  does  not  mean 
that  they  are  perfect  and  do  not  need  to  be  watched  and 
improved,  but  only  that  they  are  doing  work  that  is  in  the  main 
satisfactory. 

The  course  in  music  has  now  been  established  long  enough 
to  show  very  gratifying  results.  At  first  the  exercises  in  all  the 
grades  were  necessarily  of  an  elementary  character ;  but  now, 
in  the  higher  grades,  it  is  not  unusual  to  hear  the  execution  of 
music  in  a  style  that  would  not  be  a  discredit  to  the  ordinary 
choir.  When  to  this  work  in  the  grades  is  added  the  very 
superior  drill  in  the  High  School  both  in  vocal  and  instrumental 
music,  there  are  surely  but  few  who  will  not  recognize  its  great 
value. 

Your  committee  feel  that  this  value  can  hardly  be  overesti- 
mated. It  is  generally  acknowledged  that  a  cultivated  taste  for 
good  music  is  an  important  factor  in  the  conservation  of  the 
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moral  and  intellectual  tone  of  a  community.  While  it  may,  in 
a  sense  be  true,  as  is  sometim'es  urged,  that  some  of  the  studies, 
especially  in  the  High  School,  will  have  but  little  practical 
utility  in  the  every  day  life  of  most  of  those  who  study  them, 
yet  this  cannot  be  said  of  music.  A  taste  for  music  and  the 
gift  of  song  is  one  of  those  very  great  blessings  for  which  every 
one  possessing  them  is  grateful — an  inspiration  in  the  homes  of 
the  wealthy  and  the  cultured,  and  a  source  of  joy  and  brightness 
in  the  humblest  homes  as  well. 

In  this  connection  we  wish  to  note  our  grateful  appreciation 
for  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Mason  and  others  in  securing  the  new 
piano  for  the  High  School.  We  learn  that  $55  was  given  by 
Mrs.  Sprague  from  the  proceeds  of  two  concerts;  that  $25  was 
realized  from  the  sale  of  Mr.  Mason's  sheets  of  mandolin  music, 
$50  from  the  minstrel  show  given  by  members  of  the  High 
School,  and  $10.75  from  the  Lyric  Club  concert.  In  addition, 
$9.85  has  been  subscribed  by  the  members  of  the  High  School 
and  others.  These  sums,  with  a  few  dollars  in  the  hands  of  the 
High  School  Orchestra  and  the  Mandolin  Club  that  they  have 
earned  for  this  purpose,  leave  but  few  dollars  to  be  yet  raised 
to  complete  the  payment. 

A  great  element  of  strength  has  been  added  to  our  High 
School  course  by  the  new  physical  apparatus  and  the  equipment 
of  a  chemical  laboratory  which  was  rendered  possible  by  the 
gift  of  $500  for  those  purposes  two  years  ago.  The  money  has 
been  used  with  care  and  economy  and  there  still  remains  for 
future  use,  $42.81. 

It  is  a  source  of  regret  that  such  a  large  per  cent,  of  the 
•  children  drop  from  the  schools  before  reaching  the  High  School* 
thus  leaving  the  classes  there  numbering  from  ten  to  fifteen  and 
sometimes  less.  It  is  by  some  urged  that  from  this  fact  it  is  not 
best  to  try  to  keep  the  High  School  up  to  its  present  standard — 
that  it  would  be  better  to  get  along  with  two  teachers  and  pos- 
sibly change  the  course  to  one  of  three  years.  Whether  this 
may  be  best  at  any  future  time,  should  conditions  not  change, 
may  perhaps  be  fairly  considered,  but  the  present  is  certainly 
not  the  time  for  such  a  ste]3.  One  of  the  chief  considerations 
in  strengthening  the  course  in  the  fall  of  190 1,  when  Chapter  95 
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of  the  Session  Laws  of  190 1,  providing  for  the  payment  of 
tuition  by  towns  not  maintaining  a  high  school  came  into  effect, 
was  the  expectation  of  reaHzing  a  considerable  sum  from  the 
tuition  of  pupils  from  neighboring  towns.  This  has  not  been 
realized  to  the  extent  anticipated — mainly  from  the  fact  that 
the  railroad  service  was  such  that  pupils  could  not  come  in  the 
morning  and  return  after  school  by  train.  This  has  now  been 
changed  so  far  as  concerns  the  trains  on  the  northern  division, 
and  consequently  it  may  be  expected  that  there  will  be  an 
increased  revenue  from  this  source,  unless  by  lowering  the 
standard  of  our  High  School  we  fail  to  deserve  it.

5.  To  choose  a  member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  ensuing  three 
years. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  agents,  auditors,  committees  or 
officers  heretofore  chosen. 

7.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  provide  suitable  furniture,  books,  maps,  charts,  apparatus  and 
conveniences  for  schools. 

8.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  make  repairs  on  school  houses  or  other  school  property. 

9.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary  to  insure  any  of  the  school  houses  or  other  school  property. 

10.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to 
unite  with  one  or  more  town  districts  or  special  districts  to  form  a 
supervisory  district  for  the  purpose  of  employing  a  superintendent  of 
the  public  schools  therein,  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  77  of  the 
Session  Laws  of  New  Hampshire  1899,  and  to  raise  money  to  carry 
Buch  vote  into  effect. 

11.  To  choose  agents  or  committees  In  relation  to  any  subject 
embraced  in  this  warrant.
